Assessment  upon  the  property,  on 
the  other  hand,  involves  heavy  pay¬ 
ments  by  some  who  find  it  difficult  to 
raise  the  money,  and  run  the  risk  of 
having  their  property  sold  for  taxes. 

This  town  stands  at  the  parting  of 
the  ways  in  the  decision  of  this  mat¬ 
ter.  The  adoption  of  the  law  for  the 
incorporation  of  the  township  would 
have  committed  the  people  to  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  property  assessment  along  the 
streets  for  their  improvement.  The 
old  plan  places  all  appropriations  for 
road  construction  upon  the  township. 
Of  course,  such  a  method  necessitates 
high  rates  of  taxation  since  the  cost 
of  roads  and  sidewalks  instead  of 
being  met  by  assessments  upon  prop¬ 
erty  along  a  street,  must  needs  go 
into  the  general,  levy.  Those  who 
complain  of  high  taxes  should  remem¬ 
ber  this  fact  JHvhere  taxes  are  low 
the  expenses’  of  street  and  sidewalk 
improvements  are  borne  as  assess¬ 
ments.  * 

The  necessity  fur  large  appropria¬ 
tions  for  road  and  sidewalk  construe 
tiou,  for  they  stand  on  much  the  same 
footing,  has  led  to  another  result 
The  }>eople  want  the  roads  and  side- 
.  walks,  but  complain  of  the  high  rate 
of  taxation.  Hence,  the  desire  to 
Iwnd  the  township,  so  that  a  future 
generation  may  bear  the  expenses. 
A  scheme  of  this  kind  is  being  pre¬ 
sented  in  our  columns  and  is  receiving 
some  support.  It  is  worth  careful 
consideration  as  a  further  step  in  the 
plan  of  township  disbursements  for 
road  purposes.  Shall  the  township 
pay  for  macadamized  roads  and  side¬ 
walks,  or  shall  property-owners  upon 
the  several  streets  pay  for  them?

Several 
matters  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  by  the  Chief  and  recom¬ 
mended  by  him  for  adoption  in  order  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

I  he  Franklin  street  fire  demonstrated 
that  agieater  supply  of  hose  was  needed, 
also  that  the  ladder  service  was  deficient, 
the  longest  ladder  possessed  by  the 
Truek  Company  being  only  35  feet.  The 
purchasing  of  2,700  feet  of  hose  and  a  55 
foot  Bangor  extension  ladder  was  urged. 
The  establishment  of  an  electric  fire 
alarm  system  was  pointed  out  at  an  im¬ 
perative  necessity.  The  establishment  of 
afire  patrol  was  recommended,  consisting 
of  men  appointed  from  each  company  and 
armed  with  power  to  make  arreets  without 
warrants  on  the  occasion  of  a  fire.  The 
organization  of  a  Salvage  Corps  was  also 
recommended.  It  was  stated  that  this 
could  be  done  without  expense  to  the 
town  by  the  several  Insurance  companies 
doing  business  here.  The  purchasing  of 
fire  extinguishers  to  be  placed  in  the 
public  schools  was  suggested.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  were  requested  to  communicate  to 
the  school  trustees  the  advisability  of 
supplying  the  school  buildings  with  fire 
extinguishers.  The  extinguishers  at 
present  in  the  possession  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  are  declared  to  be  too  small  for 
effective  service.
